A strike or lockout of street csr 
molormen and conductors was In¬ 
augurated thla morning on Paducah 
Traction and Light company. Asalst- 
nnt Superintendent McNellly staled 
that only eleven employes refused to 
go to work today, four of whom were 
molormen and the remainder conduc¬ 
tors. The company regards it as a 
slrlke. The labor men say it Is a lock¬ 
out. 

The cars were all manned nt tho 
usual time, liowc-x* r, by other men, 
and there was no Inconvenience or 
delay in Ihe schedule. The number of 
employes recently discharg'd ami 
1 hoe - w ho went oiil loday will proba¬ 
bly not exceed I !> or 20. The compa¬ 
ny anticipates no difficulty iff run¬ 
ning its cars, and is understood to 
have about tin application* for posi¬ 
tions, Indicating that R will have no 
(rouble finding men. 

The strike la the result of differ- 
nces between the company aiul sohie 
of the employes who belong to a re¬ 
cently organized union. 

Tho Sun received a copy,of the 
union men's statement this afternoon 
but net until too late to use It In 
full. Briefly the employes’ statement 
is: That the company upon learning 
of the organization of a union, s-t 
out to destroy It hy thrents and In¬ 
timidation, as well as hy persuasion. 
The men decided to stand Brin. They 
had no Intention of making any de¬ 
mands on the company at this lime. 
The company began diuchnrglng tho 
union men two or three at a time un¬ 
til fourteen were let go. The old 
management refused to meet a com¬ 
mittee of union men as siirh. Lgter 
the new management declined lo do 
the same thing, Iml Anally received 
the members as individuals, but 
would not discuss tin- organization of 
the union, or assure them that the 
remaining union men would not lie 
discharge! They d i-llned to promise 
to cease hostilities against the union 
even until Mr. I’ratt could go to Bos¬ 
ton and place Ihe mailer before Mr. 
Webster, of the Stone K Webster (’0. 
Thla, In brief, Is Ihe statement of Ihe 
discharged street car men. 

The management's side Is that 
they are new men In Paducah and 
desire to give th- public Ihe best 
possible service at the least possible 
cost to the people, but deal re to run 
the road and other properties here 
In accordance with ihelr own Ideas 
of how It should be done. According 
(o General Manager Rleeker, the 
company does not consider a man's 
ag , religion, nationality or affilia¬ 
tion with any organization when he 
makes application fer work, and It 
cannot promise to divulge in - every 
case the reason an employe Is dls- 
»barged. It desires and intends to 
treat Its men fairly and honorably 
end pay th m Just wages, (he man¬ 
agement slates, but further than this 
runnot pledge Itself. When Hie com 
mil tee yesterday Anlshed its confer¬ 
ence with the management, the 
spokesman, according to General 
Manager Blecker, said that he was 
glad to have made Ihe aciuaintanc*- 
of the gentlemen; and was “sorry we 
can’t arbitrate." Mr. Blecker said 
that he replied that he could see 
nothing lo arbitrate, as none of Hv- 
company’s employes had any griev¬ 
ance, so fur as the company was 
aware. 

Tile management Intimates that 
Its idea is that (tetter discipline can. 
lie maintained among Its employes 
and teller service given the public, 
by conducting the management free 
from anv outside InAuenres or re¬ 
striction;' This is as far as the mat¬ 
ter has gone thus far.

He left a note explaining his act in 
the following manner: 

"A wasted life. All my own fault. 
Wasted opportunities." 


laiuisvllle, Ky., Oct. 19. W. B. 
Smith, formerly of Paducah and un¬ 
til a short time before It was closed 
president of the West'-rn National 
bank at lomlsvllle, was today indict¬ 
ed by the federal grand Jury here ou 
ten counts In connection with the 
affairs of the hank. 

He is accused of making false en¬ 
tries to the extent of $70,000, of 
misappropriating $12,000, and of 
embezzling $50,000. 

Smith Is at present missing. He 
came here from Paducah to become 
president of the Western imnn, which 
was subsequently converted Into a 
national bank. About six weeks after 
Smith was forced to resign, the hank 
was dosed by order of the comptroll¬ 
er at Washington and while it was 
never so stated publicly*, It was un¬ 
derstood in Anancial circles that 
Smith’s management was responsi¬ 
ble for the bank's closing. 

The hills were based on evidence 
furnished by Fnited Stales Bank Ex¬ 
aminer R. D. Garrett, of Princeton, 
Ky.; O. S. Denny, of Carrsville, Ky.;

It Is charged In the third Indict¬ 
ment that W. B. Smith made a false 
entry using the name of George C. 
Wallace the amount being $10,000. 

On May 20, 1905, fnurlli indict¬ 
ment charges W. B. Smith made a 
false entry In favor of himself for 
$ 10 , 000 . 

Fifth indictment alleges that on 
June 12, 1905. W. B. Smith made a 
false entry debiting the account of 
ihe White Oak Canel Coal company 
with $35,000 on the order of the 
Queen City Savings Hank and Trust 
company of Cincinnati, 

June 13, the sixth indictment 
charges W. B. Smith made a false 
entry debiting the account of the 
Continental National bank of Chica¬ 
go with $35,000. 

Seventh Iniactment charges W. B. 
Smith with having misapplied $2,- 
930.60 proceeds of a note executed 
by F. I’. Toof, of Paducah. 

it is set forth in the indictment 
that Smith In discounting the note 
knew Toof to be insolvent. 

W. B. Smith is cha'rgod In 4Ihe 
-ighth Indictment with having mis¬ 
applied $4,866.67, the amount of a 
note executed May 3, 1905, by F. P. 
Toof, whom Smith knew to be in-sol 
vent. 

The ninth indictment dharges that 
m July 6, 1905, W. B. Smith misap¬ 
plied $4,250 In discounting a note 
of I,. C. Garrett, whom Smith knew 
o be insolvent. Indictment ten al¬ 
leges that on July 8, 1905, W. B 
Smith embezzled $50,000. The In- 
llctment of Smith was not unexpcct- 
■d. He himself haul anticipated such 
v result and had retained formed 
United States District Attorney W 
M. Smith to take charge of his case. 

There Is reason to believe that the 
-harge against Smith has to do with 
he alleged manipulation of the 
funds of the bank by which he is 
claimed to have profited to a con- 
ddeiable extent. 

It is possible that Smith's connec¬ 
tion with a Paducah Iwnking and 
lust company may figure in it he de 
v plop ment of tills evidence. It has 
been the subject of street gossip 1 ha¬ 
lt the time Smith left Padaicah 10 
corue to Louisville he was practically 


! forced out of the hanking Institu¬ 
tion -with which he was connected In 
' that. city. 

It Is known that government offi¬ 
cials and detectives had been search¬ 
ing night and day for Smith, fort 
nearly two weeks. Not a trace was 
loarnod concerning him until the 
boarxl of directors of th© Woetern 
National bank received a telegram 
from him last Saturday withdrawing 
as a mombor of that board. Alt that 
' time ho was in New York. The pre¬ 
sumption is that Smith has tied to 
Europe. 

W. B. Smith's career In Paducah 
waa porhaps fortunately not very 
1 lengthy. He came here as a sort of 
bank promoter, and was connected 
with the Glob© Bank and Taust com¬ 
pany during his slay. There wore 
some -who were auspicious of him! 

' from tho Arst, and steered shy of 
him, but others were more cnnAdlng. 
some of them, It is said, to theR- 
sorrow. 

Smith was a prominent member 
of the Y. M. C. A. here and of the 
god government league, and was 
one of Lho main backers of the 
league's paper published here two 
years ago. It is said that his meth¬ 
ods were not altogether satisfactory 
I lo the officials of the bank 'here and 
ho was Anally forced out. 

Smith is also said to have been tlhe

Miss Kdnu RarnetL a teacher of 
the Sixth grade in the High school 
huilding, has resigned and the work 
in that grade In being conducted by 
the departmental teachers until thr 
committee can till the vacancy. 

Miss Barnett resigned Tuesday 
and the committee has been trying 
to secure a successor. It is possible 
that another teaeher will be secured 
before the week is out but the work 
is not hampered by the absence of 
the regular teacher, her work being 
done by the departmental teachers. 

This grade was formerly taught 
by a teacher who married and re¬ 
signed, not iieing eligible to teach 
after she had married. The school 
board did not rare to set a precedent 
and derided not to permit her to 
continue teaching, but It is said that 
she may be asked to take the grade 
back if she cares to teach, the board 
members recognizing in her an ex¬ 
cellent teaeher. This is merely talk, 
however, as some members of the 
hoard may still be adverse to the 
plan. 

"The employment of married wo¬ 
men in the schools is a question 
which has been wrestled with by 
many cities and of late It has become 
recognized generally that It la bet¬ 
ter to exclude them entirely In towns 
of 30,000 aqd more population,’’ a 
school official explained today. "This 
is because the younger teachers take 
more interest in the work, study har¬ 
der to become successful and the 
boards desire to offer all proper en¬ 
couragement. If married women were 
employed or given the preferences, 
thin the younger teachers would not 
be so numerous and anxious to se¬ 
cure positions. There is an inclina¬ 
tion evident among the younger wo¬ 
men to make educational work the 
work of their lives* and when they 
enter Into it In this light, we secure 
the best results possible, while per¬ 
sons who are married possibly do 
not consider the work In such seri¬ 
ousness and the best results are not 
then obtained. 

"Th? Intent of the board here Is 
to perfect the schools, and consider¬ 
ing the progress made in the past 
few years, the efforts have proven 
very successful. The schools are pro¬ 
gressing more rapidly than the city 
itself and this is one very gratifying 
fact to the educational workers 
here."

Chicago, III., Oct. 19.- Tennesr.ee 
is to lake a great stride forward In 
electrle nud steam railway eonstrue- 
tlon through building eonlraets re¬ 
ceived In Chicago today, which in¬ 
volve th- construct on of l.iioo miles 
of lines within Ihe next eighteen 
months. The contracts, emanating 
from the Union Trust company at 
Nashville, and harked hy New York 
capital, call for the building of 7<»<> 
miles of trolley line from Clarks¬ 
ville, northwest of Nashville, to 
Nashville and soulh to Lcwlsburg: 
also the construction of COO miles 
of steam railway from Nashville and 
east of the Tennessee river Into Ala¬ 
bama. The name of both the electric 
and steam roads will be the Nash¬ 
ville and Lewlsburg railroad compa¬ 
ny. 

Although the Incorporation papers 
are yet to lie tiled, and Ihe names of 
the officers are withheld, representa¬ 
tives of Ihe Union Trust company In 
Chicago said:
